Harbonr'd under the Cover of 4 Law, for 
regulating Priſons, and the paſſing this Law, 
without regard to the Deſtruttion of ſo ma- 
ny Thouſand Miſerable Families, as mutt 
fic and laſt Periſh by it, is to me a farther 
reftimony, how little thoſe People are 


Knchn'd to Compaſſion, who had then 
the Condutt of Publick Aﬀaics. 

There are ſome Ads of Parliament in 
Eng land, with whats Deſign made, 1 am not 
to Examine, which carry in them ſomething 


ſo odd, that ic ſhocks Mankind in the Ex: 


ecutioun; tis hard we ſhould have any Laws 


in ſuch a Nation as This, tbat pretends to 
ſo much Fuſtice, that it ſhould he Scanda- 
lous for any Man to make uſe of; and yet 

rhaps, I could give a great many. In- 
— of this kind, and particularly, that 
we Call, tbe Srature of Limitations 5 how 
many Men are there in Town, who, if a 
Man takes the Advantage of that Statute, 
and Pleads it to a juſt Debt, freely call him 
a Rogue, a Villain, that deſerves to be 
Iaſulted ia the Streets, and Can'd for 4 Raſ- 
cal ; and yet this Law is made Sacred, by 
King, Lords, and Commons, in the ſeve- 
ral Atts, for Diſcovery 'of Frauds, in all 
Penal Eaws, whether Pecuniary or Saggui-

In the Caſe of the Law, I am Diſcour- 
ſing of, it already begins to be Counted, 
the Teſt of a Man of Blood, and Barbarity;
